Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

1. Claims 6-9 & 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Vrzalova Dana et al. (# US 3527749). 

Vrzalova Dana et al. discloses a disazo compound of formula with sulpho and 
carboxy group as shown below (see Abstract; column: 2, line: 25-65).
